Flower  lasts 
a great  length  of  time.  Height  of  bush, 
medium,  and  habits  good.  Drew  the  at- 
tention of  all  visitors.  Stock  limited,  a 
few  at  $5.00 

Benita’s  Choice— =(D.)  A splendid  dahlia 
for  cut  flower  use,  good  keeping  qualities, 
both  on  the  bush  and  when  cut.  Long 
wiry  stems,  profuse  bloomer  and  habit  of 
the  bush  all  that  can  be  desired.  Flowers 
uniform  in  size  5 to  6 inches  without  dis- 
budding, centers  full  to  end  of  season,  in- 
clined to  ball  shape.  Color  peach  bloom, 
overcast  old  rose $2.00
